Drinking Drivers 
Cause Half Deaths 


“In the hands of a drinking 
driver, acar becomesa deadly 
weapon,’ said Colonel E. C 
Dothard, State Department.of 
Public Safety Director 
‘Driving while drinking is a 
factor in about half the fatal 
traffic accidents.’ 

State Troopers made 735 
arrests for driving while in- ~ 
toxicated during the month of 
August; as shown by figures 
released by Dothard. The to-

In a tnatter of minutes, a 
clinician takes a specimen by 
Swabbing the cervix. The spe- 
cimen of cells, sent to the 
laboratory for examination, 
may reveal a sign of cancer 
or a pre-cancerous condition 
before other symptoms ap- 
pear. It is important that a 
woman not douche before hav- 
ing a Pap smear because-the 
abnormal cells might be wash- 
ed away. 

For certain women over 
35, the clinics may offer an 
additional test for the detect- 
ion of uterine cancer whenthe 
medical history indicates the 
existence of certain ‘“‘high risk 
factors:"’ metromenorrhagia 
(irregular bleeding), meno- 
pause, hormones (estrogen), 
birth control pills, familial 
cancer, past history of pel- 
vic irradiation, obesity, dia- 
betes, hypertension, use of 
IUD or Contraceptive, nulli- 
gravids (never been pregnant)

COUNTY SCHOOL BOARD ATTACKS HOLLEY’S SUPERINTENDENT BILL 


The Coffee County School 
BoaiJ and Superintendent 
Jimmy Baker went public last 
Friday with their efforts to 
kill a bill introduced in the 
Alabama Legislature Rep- 
resentative Jimmy Holley. 

Holley introduced a bill 
earlier in the current session 
to place the county school sup- 
erintendent back on the elect- 
ive basis, rather than being 
appointed by the school board. 
A similar bill by former Rep- 
resentative Douglas Easters 
removed the office from the

Following. the reading of 
the news release, the mem- 
bers of the press present 
were offered the chancetoask 
some questions. 

One question asked by THE 
ELBA CLIPPER was, ‘‘Why 
this action when Senator 
Foshee has publicly stated 
the bill is dead?’' Board 
chairman W. H. Taylor ans- 
wered, *‘We understand that 
Mr. Holley will introduce this 
bill again next year."’ 


CLIPPER. It concerned some 
re-zoning between the New 
Hope and Zion Chapel schools. 
and the answer was that it was 
done, not to downgrade New 
Hope but to zone students into 
the school area they were al- 
ready attending and riding on 
a county bus. From the ex- 
planation given, the rezoning 
was purely a technicality and 
didn't cause any students to 
transfer. 

The text of the news re- 
lease is over ten pages long, 
and space does not permit

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There are three very imp- 
ortant questions to be found in 
the book of Exodus, and each 


\ begins with the word WHO. 


In Exodus 3:11 Moses asks, 
“Who am 1?’ God had called 
him to go lead the Israelites 
out of bondage in Egypt. But 
Moses felt totally inadequate 
to face the task. So he was 
asking God, ‘‘Who am I that 
you should call upon me?’’ 

Schopenhauer was a gloomy 
German Philosopher. Once he 
was slumped on a park bench 
in deep meditation. A policeman 
mistook him. for a drunken bum 
and poked him in the ribs, 
saying, ‘‘Who do you think you 
are?’’ He moodily replied, ‘I 
wish I knew.”’ 

We know our names and ad- 
dresses, and perhaps even our 
Social Security numbers. But do 
we really know who we are? 

Moses was, and you are, 
an immutable soul. There is 
within man’s being a spirituality 
that all of modern materialism 
is unable to destroy. Look 
Magazine once quoted Victor 
Franki as saying, ‘‘Freud rea- 
soned: ‘Everyone knows that he 


‘has a soul; I’m going to show 


people that athy have inst- 
incts.’ Today everyone knows he 
has instincts--the sensual em- 
phasis of our times sees to 
that--but féw people seem to 
realize that they have souls.’’ 
In mid-century Dr. Rollo May 
wrote a book, MAN’S SEARCH 
FOR HIMSELF, whichis largely 
#n indictment of the emptiness 
and frustration of modern life. 
Even more recently we have 
seen a tremendous rash of sui- 
cide, an average of one every 
20 minutes! This frustration 
and emptiness unto death is lar- 
gely the result of ignoring the 
soul and allowing it to starve. 

Moses was also an impro- 
vised sinner, and so are we. 
Moses was a murderer with 


’ the blood of a hastily buried 


Egyptian upon his hands. And he 
had struck the rock in anger 
rather’ than speaking to it in 
order to obtain God’s promise 
of water. Maybe we have not 
committed murder or any such 
gross sin, but we have lashed 
out in anger and rebellion again- 
st God and man moretimes than 
we want to admit. Man always 
flirts with sin. But we may be 
sure that sin, though a thriller, 
is also a killer. Paul assured 
us that the wages of sin is 
death. We think of sins, and 
classify them venal and mortal, 
minor and major. But God 
sees only sin, a spirit of re- 
bellion against his will and his 
love. And every one of us is 
guilty of this. 

Moses was also an immor- 
tal being, and so are we. Some- 
one has said that this life is 
only the dressing room for the 
arena of eternity. Moses died, 
though his grave was unknown 
to his companions. But many 
centuries later we see Moses 
along with Elijah talking with 
Jesus on the Mount of Trans- 
figuration. This world is not our 
home, and our major purpose 


‘iduring our pilgrimage here 


should be to’ prepare for the 
next world, which is our 
eternal home. 

In Exodus 5:2 we read the 
question, *“‘Who is the Lord?"

Indoor Burning 


Getting fuel ig a problem 
this winter. But so‘ts burning 
it. 

Fuel-burning heating sys- 
tems should be checked at 
least once a year and kept 
in good repair. Flames on most 
burners using natural gas or 
liquefied petroleum gas should 
burn steadily with a clear, blue 
flame. A wavering yellow flame 
on the normal gas burner means 
it may be giving off excess 
amounts of carbon monoxide. 
With fue} oi> burning equipment 
aclear, steadily burning flame 
~-yellow or orange--is a good 
sign. 

Each year, more than 1,500 
Americans die from carbon 
monoxide poisoning, about 900

of many common diseases, peo- 
ple often fail to realize they 
are being asphyxiated. As more 
gas is absorbed into the blood- 
stream, nausea, vomiting, flut- 
tering and throbbing of the heart 
happen. 

Carbon monoxide acts like 
a bully in line at the bus station. 
It bumps oxygen molecules out 
of the red blood cells and takes 


their place. When this biological . 


bullying takes place, the cells 
in the body do not get enough 
oxygen. Depending on the levels 
of the gas, death can come 
slowly or almost immediately 

Carbon monoxide is also in _ 
car exhausts as well as tob- 
acco smoke. Smoking just a 
few cigarettes in an enclosed 
place raises the level of car- 
bon monoxide in the blood of 
nearby nonsmokers as well as 
the smokers themselves. Even 
after leaving the room, the 
carbon monoxide lingers in the 
body for hours.

7 and 10, who attend school 
in Enterprise

The program is _ being 


‘funded with $100,000 federal 


funds made available through 
Title VI-6; and Coffee County 
was allocated one of the larg- 
est grants in the state. Why? 
‘‘We submitted our plan, and 
they liked it,’’ explained Mrs. 
Guthrie. ‘We are being con- 
sidered as somewhat of a pil- 
ot project, and other systems 
will be looking at us."’ 

The origin of this school 
began with Coffee County Sch- 
ool Superintendent Jimmy 
Baker after he came into office 
over two years ago. Sincethen 
Johnny Vaughan, assistant 
county superintendent, has 
been working to develop it. 

The school will be located 
at the old Warren G. Smith 
building in New Brockton, and 
Mrs. Guthrie said they hopeto 
be in by Thanksgiving, or the 
first of next year, at the latest. 

There will be no cost for 
the children to attend this sch- 
ool, since it is a facet of the 
public school system. When 
the children are ready to leave 
the home environment, they 
will be transported by special 
vans to and from school each 
day. This expense is also in- 
cluded in the total,grant.

CAUTION 

For at least 75 years Ala- 
bama has been the dumping 
ground for very poor seed. For 
example, did you know that we 
have seed firms in N. Dakota 
trying to sell rye seed herein 
Coffee County? They are sel- 
ling these seed for about half 
what certified recommended 
seed sell for. However, the 
varieties that they are try- 
ing to sell do not produce this 
far south. They are fine for 
North Dakota, but that is 1500 
miles north of here. 

Let me urge Coffee County 
farmers to plant only recom- 
mended varieties of rye, wheat 
and oats. If you can’t get a 
recommended variety, I would 
hesitate to plant. Rye vari- 
eties we recommend are 
Weser, Wren’s Abruzzi, 
Gurley’s Gra- 


zer 2000, McNair VitaGrazeN,

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Council MeetingSmooth County Named 


— Much Discussed 


The regular meeting of the 
Elba City Council was held 
Tuesday night with all mem- 
bers present. The meeting 
lasted until after 11:00 p.m., 
but there was anair of harmony 
throughout the entire meeting 
as a number of different is- 
sues were discussed and sev- 
eral people appeared before 
the cougcil. 

The first item on the ag- 
enda was a report from new 
Recreation Director Bo Duna- 
way. Dunaway gave the coun- 
cil a progress report, a list 
of needed ‘repairs, and sug- 
gested some directions for ex- 
panding the program, including 
additional tennis courts and 
game tables in the recreation 
center. City Clerk Jack Pres- 
cott noted that the recreation 
budget was $600 in the red at 
this point. 

D. M. (Dud) English told 
the council of the status of the 
present Urban Renewal. pro- 
gram. The City of Elba is 
operating with a $49,000 grant 
in this area, and the first pro- 
ject is bujlding sidewalks along 
areas leading tothe elementary 
school. Healso explained plans 
for the additional positive and 
requested grants. These will 
be used (until the money runs 
out) for upgrading substandard 
housing in Elba. English ex- 
plained to the council just how 
this program works. 

Mrs. Mary Flowers met 
with the council and explained 
a new federal program on rent- 
al houses. This program al- 
lows owners of existing homes 
to rent to low income fami- 
lies, and funds from the pro- 
gram will supplement the rent 
up to’a fair monthly rental. 
The utilities will also be paid 
by the program. Houses inthis 
program must meet certain 
standards and be inspected an- 
hually by officials of the Hous- 
ing Authority, according to 
Mrs. Flowers. Coffee County 
has been approved for 507 of 
these units with 220 of them 
alloted to Elba. 

The council approved the 
drafting of a resolution com- 
mending all city employees for 
“a job well done” during the 
recent hurricane. The reso- 
lution will be drafted by City 
Clerk Jack Prescott, signed 
by the mayor and council and 
presented to each employee. 

A short discussion center- 
ed around residential zoning 
or issuing permits for houses 
in areas prone to flooding in 
high water. It was explained 
that housing permits must be 
issued for each project and in 
such area the home must be up 
above the high flood mark.

1,000 Families Ask 
For Help in County 


Mrs. Lucille McMinn, 
Director of the Coffee County 
Pensions and Securities, anno- 
unced on Tuesday of this week 
that her office had handled 
over 1,000 requests from 
Hurricdne Eloise Victims. 
The first time around these 
were needing a number of im- 
mediate forms of assistance, 
including food, shelter, clo- 
thing and household supplies.

Tax Benefits Available twins Both Get 
To Storm Victims 


Tax penetits are available 
to many Alabama taxpayers 
who suffered property losses 
as a result of Hurricane Eloise 
and the heavy flooding which 
occurred, according to Dwight 
T. Baptist, District Director 
for IRS in Alabama. 

Special provisions of the 
tax law enable taxpayers lo- 
cated in 12 counties--Houston, 
Geneva, Coffee, Dale, Pike, 
Chambers, Covington, Bar- 
bour, Bullock, Macon, Russell, 
and Lee, or parts thereof, 
declared disaster areas by the 
President, to deduct disaster- 
related casualty losses on 


either the current year’s re- 
turn or that of the preceding 
year by filing Form 1040X, 
amended return. 


The law covers losses of 
business property, as well as 
personal property, and extends 
to taxpayers who use either 
a fiscal-year or calendar-year 
basis to file their tax return.

‘*Tax Information on Disaster, 


‘Casualty Losses and Thefts,’’
